The uexv lioxes, 
which will take the place of tile famil­ 
iar messenger calls, will each carry a 
telephone. 
In design they are circular, 
about eight inches in diameter aud car­ 
rying on one side a small lever which 
is used when it is desired simply to call 
a messenger. 
On the other side is a 
hook trout which hangs a telephone re­ 
ceiver. Hie transmitter being nu the 
front of the case. 
There are no call 
bells, and as at present arranged the 
district messenger cannot call up the 
house in which the box is installed. 
To call the district office the sub­ 
scriber has only to remove the tele­ 
phone from tin* hook, when lie eau give 
his message, call the police or tire de­ 
partment. send a boy on any desired er­ 
rand or in short hold any desired com­ 
munication with the district office.

“ In 1S73 I was residing at Junction 
City, a pretty little city located in a 
romantic spot on the banks of Mill 
creek in Central Wisconsin,” writes a 
correspondent to 
the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. “The country a t that time was 
new, aud fish and game were plentiful. 
Mill creek was at the time famous as 
a trout stream, it being no trouble at 
all to catch 30 pounds of speckled 
trout in a half day’s fishing. Feb. 15, 
1873—I remember the date because it 
was my tweuty-flrst birthday—I took 
down my rifle and struck out into the 
forest for the purpose of killing a deer. 
I had wandered along the banks of the 
stream for a distance of perhaps two 
miles, when I ran on to an old hunter 
who had eat a hole in the ice, through 
which ho was fishing for trout. 
Ile 
was. meeting with great success, for 
scattered all around him could lie seen 
tho speckled beauties where be bad 
thrown them as he took them off his 
hook. 
I was invited to help myself, 
which invitation I cheerfully accepted, 
and I proceeded to put a number of the 
fish in my game bag. 
‘‘It was just 4:47 o’clock when I re­ 
turned home that afternoon, tired and 
hungry, and after lmngiug up my rifle 
took one of tbe largest of the trout 
and placed it out in a large cold stor­ 
age warehouse that stood near my 
house, intending to present it to Uncle 
Bam Carson for his breakfast the next 
morning. 
The tisli was forgotten aud 
as a result lay in that warehouse solid­ 
ly frozen until June IO, 188-1. 
Now, 
here is the strange part of my story. 
“On the night of the date last men­ 
tioned, just about ll years after this 
fish had been placed iii the cold stor­ 
age. the building was totally destroyed 
by fire. 
During the process of the fire 
the fire department in the effort to 
save the property had thrown sutlieient 
water to fill up the cellar, which, by 
the way, was walled up iu rock and 
cement ami was therefore w ater tight. 
Three years later it was decided to re­ 
build the cold storage warehouse upon 
the site originally occupied, anil men 
were set to work pumping the water 
(flit of the cellar, which the rains had 
kept well tilled. 
To our amazement 
447 fair sized speckled trout were tak ­ 
en out besides the old one, which had 
evidently fallen into the cellar a t the 
time the warehouse was destroyed, 
thawed out ami spawned. 
The orig­ 
inal trout was easily identified, one of 
its 
eyes 
having 
been 
accidentally 
knocked out and a part of its tail bro­ 
ken off before it was placed in the 
warehouse.

A Fish Story That Cinct, All tith er. 
Several Better. 
“In 1S73 I was residing at Junction 
City, a pretty little city located in a 
romantic spot on the banks of Mill 
creek in Central Wisconsin,” writes a 
correspondent to 
the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. “The country at that time was 
new, and fish and game were plentiful. 
Mill creek was at the time famous as 
a trout stream, it being no trouble at 
all to catch 50 pounds of speckled 
trout iu a half day's fishing. Fob. 15, 
1873—1 remember the date because it 
was my twenty-first birthday- I took 
down my rifle and struck out into tho 
forest for the purpose of killing a deer. 
I had wandered along the banks of the 
stream tor a distance of perhaps two 
miles, when I ran on to an old hunter 
who had c it a hole In the ice, through 
which he was fishing for trout. 
He 
was. meeting with great success, for 
scattered all around him could lie seen 
tho speckled beauties where he bad 
thrown them as ho took them off his 
hook. 
I was Invited to help myself, 
which invitation I cheerfully accepted, 
and I proceeded to put a number of the 
fish iii my game bag. 
“It was just 4:47 o’clock when I re­ 
turned home that afternoon, tired and 
hungry, and after hanging up my rifle 
took one of tin* largest of the trout 
and placed it out iu ii large cold stor­ 
age warehouse that stood near my 
house. Intending to present it to Uncle 
Sam Farson for his breakfast the next 
morning. 
The Ash was forgotten and 
as a result lay in that warehouse solid­ 
ly frozen until Jinx* IO, 1884. 
Now, 
here is the strange part of my story. 
“On the night of the date last men­ 
tioned, Just a bom ll y ears after this 
fish had been placed iii the cold stor­ 
age, tho building was totally destroyed 
by lire. During the process of the fire 
the fire department in the effort to 
save the property had thrown sufficient 
water to fill up the cellar, which, by 
the way, was walled up in rock and 
cement aud was therefore water tight. 
Three years later it was decided to re­ 
build the cold storage warehouse upon 
the site originally occupied, and men 
were set to work pumping the water 
(flit of the cellar, which the rains bad 
kept well filled. 
To our amazement 
447 fair sized speckled trout were tak­ 
en out besides the old one, which had 
evidently fallen into tin* cellar at the 
time the warehouse was destroyed, 
thawed out aud spawned. 
The orig 
Inn I trout was easily identified, one of 
Its 
eyes 
having 
been 
accidentally 
knocked out and a part of its tall bro­ 
ken off before it was placed in the 
warehouse.

Besides being ohoseu 
to attend to all of the business of the 
tribe sin* will also act as chief medi­ 
cine man, or woman, one should say, 
for the handful of Cheyennes who 
have survived the effects of war and 
civilization.
